One  hreeiler  savs  lio  is 
nsinira  hij,' stahh'.  hnl  stales  that  it  is  not  satisfarti>ry.  While  a  rnmi- 
lier  of  other  tyj)es  of  hnildiiifrs  are  used,   the  reader  will   notice  that

hai'h  w  iri'  fenee.     The  remainder  <d'  the  rejxtrts  tell  «(  ditVerent  .-lasses 

of    woven    wire    fen.e.       Some    have    I'leven     wires    and    .some    have    five. 

Nearly  all  ha\.'  a  harli  wire  on  top.  and  praetieaHy  nil  say  that  their 
i>'n.-e  is  satisfactory.  Ff.  then,  a  six  strand  fence  is  provinir  as  safis- 
taetory  as  a  nine  strand,  there  is  some  room  for  economy  ii;  lenein>r. 
The  hreeder  who  nses  tlie  hartied  wiri'  .says  that  it  will  keep  them  iii. 
hut  lic  is  not  at  all  enthusiastic  ahoul  it.  One  hreeder  s|icaks  hi-,'hly 
id'  ,    ii\e  strand  sirioeth  ^vire  woven   fence  with  a  harli  on  to]). 

Of  the  reports  received,  ahout  one-thii'd  report  slight  loss  from 
wolves,  oidy  uMc  hreeder  nportinir  serious  loss.  One-fifth  of  the  re- 
ports   recei\ed     liieption    loss    oci-asiollcd     hy    doL'S       none    of    the    losses 

were  e.\tcnsi\  c.  .\houl  4.')' ,  ,,f  the  lireedcrs  have  not  had  anv  loss  from 
eithi'r  soai-ce. 

.\s  to  feeds  used,  the  folhtwin^'  summer  pasiiu'c  i-rops  were  men- 
tioned: Prairie  (irass.  Ifape.  j'.romc  (Irass.  Clov.r  and  mixed  ^'ralns. 
Ifape  and  I'.rome  are  used  most  extensively.  M,,st  farmers  allow  the 
sheep  to  run  on  the  siimmerfallow.  and  n  few  of  them  sow  .some  irrain 
or  raj)e  on  the  siuiimerfallow  in  order  to  increase  the  i)asture  ,i"\-ail- 
ahle. 

Amonir  the  wilder  feeds  used  v.e  find  tli.>  followin-f:  Prairie  lfj,v 
Wheat,  Oats,  and  Barley  Straw.  Corn  iMxhhr.  Oat  Sheaves.  Harlev 
Sheaves.  Alfalfa  riay.  Roots,  Mill  Screenings  and  Oats.  Ifay  is  the 
most  common  feed,  ahovo  fin','  use  it.  Ahout  W",  use  oats,"  and  an 
e.pial  numher  use  oat  sheav..s  Only  one  man  used  root.s,  and  .me 
us.mI  alfalfa. 

Ahout  !»0';  of  the  r.'|)orts  stat.>  that  fh.-y  ha\.>  not  lia.l  any  lo.sses 
from  .hsease.  On."  man  lost  1.')  himhs  from  s.-ours,  anoflier  hail  a  fevv- 
losscs  from  au  unkno^vn  cause.  No  further  losses  from  disease  were 
reported.
